Germs of typhoid fever 
and diphtheria were kept at a tem­ 
perature of 312 deg rees below zero 
for hours, and when thawed out 
were declared as dang erous as ever. 
The experiments by which this in­ 
tense cold was produced were made 
possible by the new discoveries in 
liq uid air. 
The 
discovery that 
microbes cannot be killed by cold 
will have an important bearing 
upon future investig ations in bac­ 
teriolog y.

T h e value of Mr. 
McKinley’s 
g reat work of cutting off the broom 
corn crop and thus creating a de­ 
mand that has advanced the price 
to $100 a ton, says the Post-Dis­ 
patch, cannot be overestimated.

A N E W compound fuel is now

and caustic lime. 
These three sub­ 
stances are mixed and run into 
moulds, where they harden to such 
a deg ree that they do not separate 
in burning , and are sold in the 
shape of perforated bricks weig h­ 
ing

pounds 
each, 
for 
big 
furnaces, 
and 
for 
domestic use in cakes or lumps 
of 
lenticular 
form, 
of

140 weig h 100 pounds. 
The nevv 
fuel is sold in London for $5 25 
per ton retail. 
It g ives out an 
intense heat and only traces of 
smoke, while the residue of ashes 
does not exceed 3 per cent. 
It 
can be burned in an ordinary g rate 
and the fire resembles an exceed­ 
ing ly brilliant coke fire. 
In these 
days of hig h fuel there would seem 
to be a g ood field in this country 
for the utilization of coal dust in 
this manner.

iiabit, say s the St. Louis Post D is­ 
patch. 
A ccording to her ow n statements 
to the doctor she is the most inv et­ 
erate user of the bev erage of whom 
there is any record. 
She say s she drinks 23 cups of 
coffee a day and as her sy stem de­ 
mands 
increasing quantities, she 
fears she may get to drinking 5 0 
cups a day unless she finds a way 
of breaking the hold of the habit 
on her. 
M iss Orr works in a restaurant 
at the number giv en. 
She has fol­ 
lowed that em ploy m ent for y ears. 
This was what led to her acquir­ 
ing the habit. 
She began drink­ 
ing coffee to ex cess about fiv e y ears 
ago. 
A t first she only drank three 
or four cups a day . 
Before long 
the three or four cups became in­ 
sufficient to satisfy 
her crav ing. 
She gradually increased the num­ 
ber until, as she say s, for some 
time past she has been drinking an 
av erage of 23 cups a day . 
T he effect upon her heart and 


nerv es has become so apparent that

W hen she called on Dr. V ogel 
she was trembling so v iolently she 
could scarcely hold a book in her 
hand.

S l i d 
that 
w hile working 
around 
the restaurant when she 
smelled good coffee she could not 
resist the impulse to drink it.

alway s drank it straight, without 
either sugar or cream. 
Dr, V ogel gav e her som ething 
to quiet her nerv es and reliev e her 
heart and adv ised her to gradually 
reduce the amount of coffee, drink­ 
ing one cup less each day , if pos­ 
sible. 
H e also told her it would 
be better for her to find some other
